Named State Printer 


John King, Democrat, news- 
paperman and banker, has another 
title. He is now State Printer, 
at a salary of $5.0u0 per year. 
His salary as a Den‘ocrat hasn’t 
been very much, kis salary as 
newspaperman was fairly good, 
his salary as banker didn’t bother 
him to spend, and the only reason 
he accepted the post was that he 
used to be a postmaster and got 
the habit of holding down an 
extra job. 


Joking aside, however, Governor 
Richardson drafted a man of abil- 
ity and one familiar with the 
printing business. J. R. Gabbert, 
of the Riverside Enterprise, was 
offered the position, but found he 
couldn't afford to take on state 
honor even at $5,000 per year. Of 
‘Mr. King, the Riverside Enterprise 
says: 

Word was received last night 
from Governor Friend W. Richard- 
son that he had appointed John E: 
King, editor of the Hemet News, 
to the office of. state printer, as a 
result of the decision of J. R. 
Gabbert not to accept the position. 

King has had broad - experience 
that gives him excellent prepara- 
tion for this position. In the first 
place, he is a practical printer, 
having grown up in the country 
newspaper business, where he did 
everything from setting type to 
rustling the news and business. 
He published newspapers in Min- 
nesota and Iowa before coming to 
California, also at one time own- 
ing and printing a daily in Mis- 
soula, Montana, which he had es- 
tablished himself. He was also 
state librarian of Minnesota at one 
time. 

In California he has been con- 
tebt to publish the Hemet News, 
recognized generally as the best 

“gmail city weekly in California. Tn 

this state he has also been prom- 
inent in the affairs of the Cali- 
fornia Press Association, at one 
time beine president of the latter 
for a period of two years. 

John King is one of the original 
Richardson supporters in Cali- 
fernia. He was a member of the 
country newspaper organization 
that induced Richardson to run for 
governor and from that time to 
this has heartily supported him in 
all of his policies, in person and 
in powerful editorial utterances. 

Among the newspaper fraternity 
of California, particularly the 
country press, this appointment 
will be a most popular one; and 
there is no question that King 
will fill the office with great 
eredit to himself and to the State 
of California.

SUPERVISORS PRESENTED 
NEW LOCATION 
PROPOSALS 


Meeting of Board and Advis- 
ory Committee Considers All 
Sites Proposed. Long Dis- 
cussions Made 


Unable to act because sub- 
mitted proposals, were indefi- 
nite, the Board of Supervisors 
and the Courthouse Advisory 
Committee yesterday again de- 
layed the selection of a site for 
the proposed courthouse. 


Called to consider the pro- 
posal by .a syndicate of busi- 
ness and real estate men to 
present the Tyler property on 
E street, the conference devel- 
oped into an exchange of in- 
dividual opinions and adjourn- 
ed until Jan. 5 when Herman 
Harris, representing a syndi- 
cate of business men of the 
downtown district offered to 
purchase half of the Third 
street and Arrowhead avenue 
site, and donate it to the 
county. 


At the conference, Attorney 
Ralph E. Swing, representing 
the syndicate in which Mr. 
Harris is interested, submitted 
a bid of $250,000 for the old 
county property at Court and 
E street, the bid being’ con- 
tingent on the approval of a 
bond issue to finance the erec- 
tion of the proposed new build- 
Ing. ' 


Pleads With Board 


Worried to tears, Mrs. Chas. | 
H. Tyler, 71 years old, whose 
property on E street. was se- 
lected by one syndicate as @ 
prospective site, appeared at 
the conference. 

‘My property is not for sale 
at any price,’ she declared. 

‘“T have paid taxes on it for 
45 years and I expect it to be 
imy home until I leave this 
plane of existence. 

‘Putting aside-all sentiment, 
I cannot see what any man with 
common sense business judg- 
ment would want to place a 
courthouse so far away from 
the business district of the 
city. It is not a site for a court 
house; it is too far from busi- 
ness. 

“‘T do not propose to sell 
my property at any price. | 
was not even consulted.’’ 

Chairman A. G. Kendall of 
the Board of Supervisors, ask- 
ed if this syndicate’s proposal 
had been withdrawn. J. W. 
Catick, one of the members, 
replied: 

‘“The proposal stands.’ 

It was indicated the North 
E street syndicate would at 
once raise its fund. 

Mr. Harris then submitted 
a proposal to buy half of the 
block on Arrowhead avenne 
and present it to the county. 

Offers Half of Block 

‘““We guarantee to present 
the west half of the block to 
the county as a equrthoune 
site,’’ he said. 

The E street syndicate had 
requested 10 days in which to 
raise the money to buy Mrs. 
Tyler’s property, which the 
syndicate asked condemned by 
the county. 

‘Allow us the same time ir 
which to raise our-money,”’ 
asked Mr. Harris. ‘‘It is no 
more than fair.’ 

After half an hour’s infor- 
mal and round table disvus- 
sion of various sites and their 
respective advantages, the 
committee and supervisors ad- 
journed until Jan. 5 when all 
proposals must be ‘submitted 
in a definite form to receive 
consideration. 

Attorney Swing asked that 
any bid or proposal be accom- 
panied with a definite state- 
ment as to what the site will 
cost and with a guarantee that 
the syndicate or interested 
persons will carry out its pro- 
posal, 

Donation of Land Sought 

Supervisor Grier told the 
conference that any proposal 
accepted by the supervisors 
must include the donation of a 
site without cost. One offer, 
he said, made it imperative on

Despondent because she had 
been lured into marriage by a 
man whom she tound was al- 
ready married, Miss Dorothy 
Young, daughter of James A. 
Young, for many years a resi- 
dent of Ontario, now of Los 
Angeles, Saturday morning at- 
tempted suicide by jumping 
into the ocean from the pier 
at Redondo. A large nail pro- 
truding from the railing at 
the end of the pier, whien 
caught her skirts, saved her, 
holding her hanging head 
downward until released by 
John Alden and Louis Stiwel 
of the Redondo police, who 
had been summoned by 4 
man who saw Miss Young re- 
move her hat and coat pre- 
paratory to jumping into the 
icy waves, 

Migs Young fought hard 
with her rescuers, and made 
repeated attempts to reach thie 
railing from which she had 
jumped. She finally collapsed. 
When she was revived she 
told her story. 

The above pitiful story was 
telephoned to Ontario Satur- 
day noon from Los Angeles, 
where the Youngs have been 
living for the past two years. 
Mr. Young was for many years 
employed in the Olinger groc- 
cery of Ontario. Of late they 
have been living at 6@8 West 
Fifty-eight ‘street, Loe Ange- 
les, and Dorothy has been at- 
tending high school in that 
city. ‘ Previously they lived in 
Los Angeles with Mrs. Young’s 
mother and sister, Mrs. Mary 
and Miss Eva Feenan, at 2036 
Hollenbeck Court. Miss Fee- 
nan is the principal of one of 
the Los Angeles schools. 

The pitiful story of Doro- 
thy’s disillusionment and de- 
spair came as a great shock 
to her many friends in On- 
tario, who knew her while 
growing up and_ attending 
school here, as a sweet, lov- 
able girl. 


Miss Young was married at 
the home of her parents on 
September 12 to Herschel H 
Huff, son of Judge Peter u. 
Huff, of Cleveland, Ohio. Mr. 
Huff stated he believed his 
first wife had. died seven years 
ago. He is now in Denver 
trying .to straighten. out his 
matrimonial affairs.

Harry 0. Baker Arrested and 
Search Continued for H. B. 
Alberts, Another Suspect in 
Taxi Driver Murder 


Harry O. Baker, one of the ac- 
cused slayers of James Winn, San 
Bernardino taxi-cab proprietor, was 
captured Sunday morning at 10 
o’ciock by Deputy Sheriffs Fred 
W. Weaver and Ernest Leffen, af- 
ter an intensive search for him 
which lasted nearly month. Baker 
was found lying asleep in a tin 
shanty in the wash of the Santa 
Ana River, southeast of Colton, 
known as “hoboes’ camping 
grounds.” At his side was a gal- 
vanized pipe about 20 inches long 
and a half inch in diameter. 


When his form was seen lying 
in the cabin by the officers, Baker 
was immediately recognized, hav- 
ing been arrested by the same of- 
ficers at the time when he was 
accused of starting forest fires 
last summer. He was immediate- 
ly taken into custody and rushed 
to the county jail, where he is 
closely guarded and is being held 
for arraignment as one of Winn’s 
murderers. 


The capture of Baker is the cul- 
mination of the long search which 
started on Nov. 29, when it was 
learned that he and H. B. Alberts, 
also accused of ‘Winn’s murder, 
had disappeared from the city 
about the time that Winn was re- 
ported missing and the latter’s 
blood - stained automobile was 
found in Santa Ana. 


The two officers came upon 
Baker unexpectedly while hunting 
for thieves who. on Saturday night 
robbed. the Rialto. -postoffice, li- 
brary and a large store. They sus- 
pected that the robbery was com- 
mitted by itinerants who would 
possibly be hiding in the camp of 
the Santa Ana River wash and 
began an inspection of the place. 

Baker Found Lying Asleep 

Weaver noticed the cabin, made 
of tin, and upon _ investigation, 
found the form of Baker lying 
there asleep. He called Leffen 
and at the point of a revolver the 
man was awakened. He protested 
that he was not Baker when ques- 
tioned by the officers, declaring 
that he did not know Baker and 
that his name was Jack Howell. 
But when the. officers. reminded 
him that they arrested him on the 
charge of starting forest fires in 
the mountains last summer he ac- 
knowledged that his name was 
Baker. 

He denied all knowledge of 
Winn’s murder and was emphatic 
in his denial that he knew anyone 
whose name was H. B. Alberts. 
Questions ag to his whereabouts 
on the night of Winn’s disappear- 
ance and other details of the crime 
were postponed awaiting the ar- 
rival of Sheriff Walter A. Shay, 
who motored to El] Centro. He 
was notified of Baker's capture. 

Officers stated that Baker ar 
rived in the camp near Colton at 
5 o’clock Sunday morning and that 
he was eplanning to leave for 
Phoenix, Ariz, with a group of 
men in the camp to look for work. 

Winn was slain on the night of 
Nov. 28, when he mysteriously 
disappeared with his automobile 
from his taxi stand in front of the 
Olympic Cafe on Thifd Street, 
near HB Street, San Bernardino. On 
the same night Baker and Alberts 
are known to have disappeared 
from the city and, according to 
stories of; witnesses heard by 
Sheriff Shay, both of the men 
were seen leaving with Winn in 
his car. 

Winn Murder is Reported 

Knowledge of ‘Winn’s murder 
was not gained until the followin 
morning, when reports from Santa 
Ana police notified local officers of 
Winn’s blood-stained car _ being 
| found abandoned in the residential 
| section of the city. An investiga- 
tion revealed that Winn had ‘been 
mysteriously missing since the 
night before. 

All clews in the automobile 
pointed to premeditated murder. | 
The license plates were changed 
from a red commercial license to 
a green plate. Blood was found 
in the driver’s seat and all over 
the rear seat, indicating that Winn 
was slain while at the wheel and 
then thrown into the rear of the 
car. The only clews which led 
to the finding of Winn’s body were

PREDICT WARM WEATHER

Total ‘Rainfall for Season Is 
Double That of Last Year,

Judge Warmer took occasion to 
express his opinion on the subject 
of non-appearance of witnesses for 
trifling reasons when request was 
made of the jurist by Attorney 
Halsey W. Allen for a continuance 
of the case of George J. Fowler 
against Hattie M. and R. J. Dunn, 
because of the failure of an im- 
portant witness to appear in court. 
The witness in question is man- 
ager of the escrow department of 
the Redlands Branch of the Hell- 
man Commercial Trust % Savings 
Bank. 

Judge Waxes Sarcastic 

Pressure of duty at the bank 
was given as the reason for non- 
appearance of the witness. Judge 
Warmer asked Attorney Allen 
what would happen if the witness 
in question should die suddenly. 
“They wouldn’t close the banking 
institution, would they?’ queried 
Judge Warmer. “This court wants 
to be as reasonable as is consist- 
ent with the execution of speedy 
justice,” the judge continued, “but 
we can’t operate the courts to 
suit the conveniences of witnesses. 
I am just as busy as this witness 
claims to be and probably more 
so. 

“Witnesses subpoenaed in court 
cases must understand that they 
are to appear at the required time. 
Otherwise he will find some meth- 
od of making them appear. I am 
going to grant your request for 
continuance in this particular in- 
stance, Mr. Allen, because there 
are several details I wish to find 
out in connection with this case,” 
the judge concluded. 

Real Estate Case 

The case is one for collection of 
a real estate commission. Fowler 
is suing the Dunns for $600 com- 
mission alleged to be due as the 
result of obtaining a purchaser for 
property owned by the Dunns. 
Fowler claims the Dunns agreed 
to pay the standard commission as | 
set by the Redlands real estate | 
board, if a commission of $350, 
previously agreed upon between 
Fowler and the Dunns was not 
paid by a stipulated date. 

The Dunns deny any such stip- 
ulation was made and that in the 
contract between them and the 
agent the sentence “Commission 
to be $350” was written in in pen- 
cil. No such stipulation now ap- 
pears in the agreement and the 
Dunns claim that it has been 
erased. They further claim to 
have deposited with the Hellman 
branch bank a note for $350 made 
to the order of Fowler represent- 
ing his commission in the sale, 
and that Fowler now has this note.

We want everyone to know 
that not one Of the disabled ex- 
service men in hospitals will 
spend a lonely Yuletide,” said 
William Carl Hunt, manager of 
the Pacific Division American Red 
Cross, in a statement concerning 
the Chrisimas celebration for pa- 
tients in Veterans and Army and 
Navy hospitals. He further stat- 
ed: “Christmas gifts sent to the 
boys will be faithfully distributed 
by Red Cross workers on the staff 
in each hospital in the Pacific 
Division. The celebration for the 
disabled men who are fighting 
their hardest battle in hospitals 
will be as near like ‘Christmas at 
Home’ as it is possible for loving 
care to make it.” 

No hospital where there is a 
veteran of the World War will be 
without Christmas trees, bringing 
to the patients the fresh rugged 
air of the mountains of California, 
Washington, Oregon and Arizona. 
In the pine-clad Northwest they 
can literally cut their Christmas 
trees in their own backyards, but 
for the hospital in the desert at 
Tucson, Ariz. trees will be ship- 
ped many miles from the higher 
altitudes in the northern part of 
the state by Red Cross workers 
in Williams. Forest rangers in 
Arizona marked certain trees in 
the mountains that could be cut 
and government trucks hauled 
them to the hospital at Whipple 
Barracks. Students of the Pa- 
cific Union College at St. Helena, 
Calif., assumed the responsibility 
for selecting and cutting the trees 
on Mt. St. Helena for the Naval 
Hospital at Mare Island and Let- 
terman General Hospital, San 
Francisco. Besides this, Christ- 
mas trees used in schools in San 
Francisco, Calif., will be sent to 
hospitals in the Bay District.

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The Festival of Christmas 


UT of the darkness of winter dawns a glowing day—The 
Mass of Christ, the ancients called it; Noel, the Nativity 
of the Lord; Yuletide. It is Christmas in these lands, 

»With all its background of memory and all its present 
spirit of good will. Christmas as only it can be, with the sig- 
nificance of the time in mind, even if modernly subdued. For 
beyond doubt people are feeling the diminution of Christmas. 
Nor does it spring from the necessary commercial accompani- 
ments of widespread festival observances. Gifts must be made 
and even sold to those who cannot make them for themselves, 
and the glory of the Christmas shops is no small part of the 
color of the Season. It is ungrateful to charge all this labor 
and zeal, mingled of no small amount of good will, with having 
cheapened Christmas. Nonetheless people are conscious that 
something has changed. In recent years they sought in vain 
for cards with Christmas sentiments and greetings. This year 
people have looked in vain for Christmas in the magazines, 
but the only recognition they observe is a cover design—the 
Christmas story, poem and play seem to be things of the past. 

What has wrought the change? Our easy surrender, 
it seems, to the wiseacres who wish to shear Christmas of its 
significance. A pagan festival, revamped for Christian uses, 
we are told. But why this special pagan festival? Why not 
some other one? Surely there were plenty to choose from! 
Just ‘‘ a symbol of the eternal child and the cradle endlessiyv 
rocking,’ we are told. But there have been babies and cra- 
dles since the world began; why did it remain for Christmas 
to take its rise just when it. did ?—just when the world was per- 
haps less likely than ever to idealize babies and eradles. The 
degeneration of Christmas began with such dwarfings and 
attenuations as these. Its meaning was withdrawn; this left 
it bloodless; Christmas is suffering from spiritual anemia. 

The consciousness of this is the cure of it. What people 
begin to miss, they proceed immediately to replace. We shall 
see a revival of Christmas. Not only will many of the ancient 
customs return (are they not already here in the ‘‘waits’’ end 
in community Christmas trees all topped with the Star?) but 
the meaning will come back as well. The classic narrative of 
the Bethlehem Night will stir to life in all its details. There 
is not a line in all the story that is incompatible with the mod- 
ern mind. It is all outdoors and supremely natural. Shep- 
herds in the fields. Wayfarers at an inn Spiritual intelli- 
gences round about. That is life. At Haster the Christian 
world proclaims its hope of passing into a spiritual world ; 
death is glorified as the gate through which we break into 
another plane. The emphasis at Christmas is different: it is 
the spiritual world breaking in upon this. It is the spirit of 
incoming, not of outgoing. Shepherds and angels; the min- 
gling of the worlds. A Star in the sky, and ‘the hopes and 
fears of all the years’’ meeting at a cradle. ‘‘And suddenly 
there was with the angels a multitude of the heavnly sol- 
diery singing Peace !—peace on earth to men of good will,’’—

ECENTLY the House of Clergy of the Church of Eng-

AGRICULTURAL CONDITIONS 
IN KANSAS 





Kansas enters winter under fav- 
orable circumstances. It has been 
a good year for the farmers; crops 
and prices have been better than 
expected, and sufficient time has 
elapsed since the wheat harvest to 
allow the upward trend to be felt 
all along the line. Business is 
better, and there is more ready 
money in the state now than there 
has been since 1920. 

Encouraged by the big crop this 
year, farmers have gone in for 
wheat on a little larger scale for 
the coming year, increasing their 
acreage from 10 to 15 per cent. 
As a whole the growing crop is in 
a good condition, being rank 
enough to afford excellent pastur- 
age.- However, much of the early 
sown wheat is infested by Hes- 
sian fly, but extent of the damage 
will not be known until spring. 
Also danger is threatened by 
chinchbug, but that is a regular 
scare which usually subsides un- 
der drastie treatment by the grow- 
ers, who have learned how to 
combat this menace. 

Diversification continues to make 
steady headway in Kansas and 
each year finds this system, which 
meang a safe program of farm- 
ing operations, more strongly en-

“Communism,” past and pres- 
‘ent conditions in Russia, with a 
warning to America to “watch her 
step” and avoid the pitfalls and 
perils of socialism, was the key- 
note to a most enlightening talk 
given before the Cucamonga Wo- 
man’s Club last Thursday after- 
noon at their annual mid-holiday 
meeting at the home of Mrs. ‘Mary 
J. Reid and Miss Gertrude Reid, 
by the well-known and. distinguish- 
ed speaker, Madam de Ropp, who, 
with her husband, a professor in 
the University of Moscow, believ- 
ing in evolution, not revolution, 
came to this country to study 
free education in the American 
schools, and particularly in Cali- 
fornia, that they might help Rus- 
sia. Conditions arose later in 
Russia making it impossible for 
ttiem to return and now they are 
glad to make their home perman- 
ently in this most fortunate of 
countries. The speaker told of 
130 million Russian peasants, il- 
literate, merely existing in the 
most appalling misery and pov- 
erty imaginable, unable to raise 
but little on their minute parcels 
of land, wit low wages and long 
hours; wretched roads, a few rail- 
roads, few cities, factories and 
schools, one can readily see how 
very discouraging for the people 
and how~easily under such condi- 
tions- the peasants become the 
victims of the leaders, with revo- 
lution the ultimate result. Com- 
paring them with Americans, they 
have no inspirations, no libraries, 
concerts, convenient churches, 
||amusements, motion pictures; 
from the turmoil of Russia, the 
speaker turns to~ the peace and 
plenty of the Americas, making 
an earnest plea for all Americans 
to stand pat by our government, 
the constitution that made us 
great, as against the red peril of 
communism, even now showing 
its fangs throughout our land, 
sometimes in our schools and col- 
leges, in radical clubs and de- 
bates, poisoning the minds of 
youth against the very truths that 
make ug free; those, she stated, 
who favor communism, should by 
special delivery stamp, be sent to

At Christmas time, more than 
at any other, there are many who 
receive beautiful flowering and 
foliage plants as expressions of 
Christmas cheer, and undoubtedly 
there are many like myself, in 
city apartments, who find that af- 
ter a few days the plants wilt and 
droop, losing all their freshness 
and beauty.

The 
air was not so much too warm as 
excessively dry. I remedied the 
condition by creating a moist at- 
mosphere in the following way. 
For each plant I secured a cheap 
medium-sized sponge, saturated it 
thoroughly with water and placed 
it as nearly in the @8nter of the 
plant as possible. I find now 
that the newer leaves of my plants 
are green, and I always keep the 
wet sponges in the plant.
